Oxe of the most important matters to be atteuded 
to in the flower garden this month is the 


Pruning ot Roses. 


There is no need to be in a hurry about this just yet, 
but part of the stock pruned now will bloom early, 
if the situation is warm and sheltered, and the bulk 
тау be left until towards the end of the month. 
Remember that the weak growers must be cut hard 
back, say to three or four buds of the old wood, and 
the vigorous varieties, such as Gloire de Dijon, John 
Hopper, &c., have the young shoots merely shortened 
to a third or fourth of their full length. If you 
want a few large and fine blossoms, prune closely ; 
but if a quantity of smaller flowers are desired, the 
knife should be used more sparingly. Іп any case, 
all weakly shoots must be cut out entirely, аз well 
as any old snags and dead or worn-out branches.

Herbaceous Plants 


may be divided and replanted this month with 
suecess. In cold or exposed gardens, or where the 
soil is heavy or damp, work of this kind is always 
better done now than in the autumn. По not forget 
the many beautiful varieties of Michaelmas daisies 
or perennial asters, which, for the autumn decoration 
cf the outdoor garden, are equally valuable with 
chrysanthemums, and more reliable. Most of the 
varieties of herbaceous plants succeed best in a deep 
and moderately rich soil of a loamy nature, but do 
not use.too much manure. Now is the best time to 
construct or add to the 
Hardy Fernery. 


How many an unsightly corner, where hardly any- 
thing will grow, may be transformed from an eyesore 
toa “thing of beauty" by means of a cartload of 
rocks or *burrs," and two or three dozen roots of 
hardy ferns! These should be planted just as they 
are beginning to grow again. Take care to construct 
| the rockwork in a natural and rugged or irregular 
manner. A few hardy ferns in pots brought into a 
warm greenhouse now and plentifully supplied with 
water soon become very beautiful objects. Bulbs of 
the numerous varieties of

should be planted at once. We have few things so

THE LATE SIR JAMES INGHAM, 


We deeply regret to announce the death of the 
eminent Chief Magistrate of London, Sir James 
Ingham, whose lifelike photograph by Mr. 
Alexander Bassano is herewith reproduced. Sir 
James Taylor Ingham, Chief Magistrate for the 
Metropolis, expired on Wednesday evening, 
March 5, at his residence, 40, Gloucester-square, 
Hyde Park. It is scarcely a month ago since he 
was engaged in his official duties at Bow-street. 
Owing to his advanced age, from the time he took 
to his bed little or no hope was given of his 
recovery. Lady Ingham and other members of 
the family were in constant attendance upon him, 
and were present when he passed peacefully 
away. Sir James was born in 1805, educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, became a student of 
the Inner Temple in 1828, and was called to the 
Bar in 1832. He was a metropolitan police 
magistrate from 1849 to 1876, when he was 
appointed Chief Magistrate at Bow - street, 
receiving the honour of knighthood. The 
deceased was also a Justice of the Peace for 
Middlesex, Berkshire, and the North Riding of 
Yorkshire. What an engrossing life would be 
the autobiography of Sir James Ingham, if it 
could be published ! 

Beginning life as a student of the Inner 
Temple in the reign of George IV., Sir James 
Ingham soon got many briefs on the Northern 
Circuit, through the influence of his father, the 
late Mr. Joshua Ingham of Blake Hall, in the 
West Riding; and his practical knowledge of 
the seamy side of London life, gained from his 
magisterial experiences, was very great.

The Isle of Arran horror of last year has had its 
parallel in Canada. Two estimable English families 
have been thrown into mourning and grief by this 
latest terrible murder, which should act as a warning 
to young men. ‘The inquest on the body of Mr. С. 
Benwell, the young Englishman who was found 
dead in a swamp at Princeton, Ontario, on the 
21st ult., was concluded last Saturday night. The 
jury brought a verdict to the effect that Benwell had 
come by his death at the hands of Reginald Birchall, 
and charged the latter's wife with guilty knowledge 
of the crime after commission. lhe verdict and 
testimony have caused much excitement, and sensa- 
tional reports abound to the effect that there were 
other dupes besides Benwell. It is recalled (says а 
Princeton telegram) that two or three years agoa 
young Englishman named Neville H. Pickthall came 
to Woodstock and purchased a farm, ана about four 
months ago married a daughter of the minister. On 
the 10th ult. he raised 1000 dollars on a mortgage on 
his farm and left there, saying to his wife, * І am 
going to double this money before I come back." 
He was seen at Niagara Falls that night, aud 
then said he was going to New York to meet his 
sister.

It contains two veios, a “ nine-foot " and the

took place. Upon relief parties descending the 
shaft, the men engaged in the nine-foot seam were 
rescued, but a heavy fall blocked the second seam, 
entombing, it is estimated, 160 or more miners. 


A shocking disaster is reported from Côte St. 
Michel, а small place near Montreal.. When Mrs. 
Colerate, residing there, was lighting an oil-stove, 
the kerosene used in the apparatus exploded, and 
the burning liquid ran out upon the floor. Тһе 
house was quickly in flames, and before escape was 
possible Mrs. Colerate and her seven children had 
perished.. Mr. Colerate, who was absent when the 
fire broke out, hastened to the place and entered the 
burning building in an attempt to rescue his family. 
Not only were his efforts vain, but he himself was 
terribly burned, and lies now in a critical state.

He ran through his fortune, and married 
an attractive actress, the daughter of Mr. David 
'Stephenson, Goods Station Superintendent of the 
London and North-Western Railway, who entirely 
repudiates the suggestion that his daughter was 
accessory either before or after the crime. Mr. 
Stephenson appears almost prostrated, and leaves 
England in a few days for the scene of the murder. 


Тһе Quetta disaster has called for the publication 
of a page Illustration of the spacious saloon of the 
ill-fated Queensland Liner, and. for a finished View 
of the lost steam-ship. The Quetta, a splendid 
vessel, was bound from Brisbane to London, and 
carried 282 souls, when she struck on an unknown 
rock, near Somerset, Torres Straits, on the night of 
Feb. 28. Pilot Keating, vao had charge of the 
Quetta, was among the 14’: saved: 133 lives were 
lost. When the Quetta swuck upon the rock and 
began to sink, some of the coloured men mono- 
polised one of the boats, while the other boats 
conveyed the remainder of the survivors to Adolphus 
Island, three miles distant, whence they were 
rescued by the Albatross and Merrie England, and 
taken to Thursday Island. Miss Lacy was found after 
she had been swimming for twenty hours. Some 
accounts received in Melbourne report splendid acts 
of heroism on the part of the passengers, but state 
that the natives on board ruthlessly thrust aside the 
ladies and children who were trying to enter the 
boats, and became а frantic and undisciplined wob. 
The captain and pilot positively assert that the rock 
on which the vessel struck was not marked on the 
chart, whereas in some quarters it is declared to be 
well known as the Mid Rock.

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The railway journeys between London and Scot- 
land are usually performed so safely that we were 
all alarmed to read of the serious accident at 
Carlile at an early hour ou Tuesday morning, 
March 4. ‘The disaster happened at the north end 
of the Citadel station, Carlisle, to the Scotch express 
which left Huston at eight o'clock on the previous 
night. It resulted in the death of* four passengers, 
more or less serious injury to sixteen others, and the 
complete wreck of two carriages of the express train. 
The following were those killed on the spot: 
Walter Ford, 1, Yew ‘Tree-cottages, Croydon-road, 
Beckenham (servant of Colenel Eyre of Middleton 
Tyas, Richmond, Yorkshire); Mary Huxter (also 
servant to Colonel Eyre); William Lawles (valet of 
Colonel Hambro, М.Р.); Miss Lowson, 68, Wells- 
street, Oxford-street, London. No doubt, the Lon- 
don and North- Western and other railway companies 
will profit from the evideuce offered at the official 
inquiry opened by Colonel Rich, R.E., at Carlisle, on 
Monday, and will take immediate steps to safeguard 
the travelling public from similar disasters. 


The case of the lady who was charged with 
attempting to murder Major Isaacs, M.P., came 
before Lord Coleridge at the Central Criminal Court 
on Tuesday last, when the jury returned a verdict of 
Not Guilty.” 


Poor Captain Boyce’s death was caused by just one 
of those misadventures which no one can properly 
explain. One can hardly believe it possible for even 
a hearty young athlete to receive his death-wound 
and be able to walk about as if nothing had happened, 
to smoke, chat, and dine, and think—or, at any rate, 
make—so little of his hurt as to assure inquirers that 
he was all right. The unfortunate gentleman-jockey 
was most assuredly struck into by one of the horses 
which jumped near him while he lay on the turf. As 
a veteran student of steeplechasing reminds me, the 
majority of deaths through falls in this class of sport 
are due to similar causes. 


It is simply Marvellous 


to note the cleverness with which a horse will 
manage so as not to touch a fallen rider or steed if 
by any possibility it can steer clear. But sometimes 
it happens that collision is inevitable. A sensible 
proposal has been made apropos of this sad case 
and others quoted—namely, that jockeys should wear 
padded caps. At first sight, our cross-country per- 
formers may feel inclined to make light of the 
suggestion, and treat it as rather savouring of 
namby-pambyism. Still, when you come to think 
the matter over, there is chance of doing much good, 
and none whatever of doing harm, and, without 
doubt, many lives might have been saved from 
sacrifice if the force of the hoof-stroke which reached 
the prostrate jockey’s head had been deadened by a 
well-padded cap. We almost always find a sort of 
run set in when one bad accident occurs. Hardly 
are we getting over the shock of Captain Boyce’s 
dreadfully sudden death before we have Mr. Willy 
Moore meeting with what looked far more serious an 
affair to those who witnessed both falls. On Monday, 
at Kempton, Mr. Moore, riding Sir John in the Lit- 
tleton Hurdle Race, was knocked on to the rails, 
and came over very heavily. He was

for a while, but pulled himself together, so that in a 
quarter of an hour or so he could bear moving in a 
cab. I am thankful to say that of late years serious 
accidents in hurdle-racing or steeplechasing have been 


quite scarce by comparison, but when you see two or 


three occur close to each other you rather lose zest 
for the sport.

The Angel at Guildford. 
Ox Saturday last I took a run down to Guildford, 
and called at the Angel, in the High-street. 
From its front, nobody would ever dream of 
seeing the many signs of olden times which are 


to be seen within. ‘There is a fine old hall, with 
the staircase going up to a gallery which runs 
along one side of it. ‘The staircase is a magniti- 
cent specimen of wood-carving, and both it and 
the panels of the walls are of old black oak ; but 
* the mark of the beast" is here stamped in, as 
some Goth of a proprietor twenty-five years ago 
took the trouble to paint and grain the lot, and 
so spoilt what otherwise would have been one of 
the finest halls and staircases in the South of 
England.

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Some years later, when disaffected Barons rose 
in Normandy against Henry, 
encouraged Prince Henry to rebel and claim | 
Royal authority. With a force of Flemish 

mercenaries, Hugh Bigod, in June 1174, attacked 

Norwich and plundered it, and carried off many 

wealthy citizens whose liberty was only procured 

for a heavy ransom. The castle, according to the 

chronicle of Jordan Fantosme, was betrayed by 

a traitor Lorainer; the Norwich men, being for 

the most part weavers, knew not how to bear 

arms in knightly fashion. That the citizens, 

however, stood by the King is clear from the 

favour he showed them. Finally, the force which 

had been collected by Earl Hugh was defeated 

by the King’s army, Norwich Castle was recovered, 

and the faithless Earl went to the Holy Land, 

where he ended his turbulent days. 


When King John 


was playing fast and loose with the nation, Roger 
Bigod, Earl of Norfolk, Shakspere's Lord Bigot, 
was one of the Barons who demanded the Great 
Charter. . Thecastle, of which he was dispossessed 
by the King, was eventually committed to the 
cust.dy of Thomas de Burgh, who was charged 
by his brother, Hubert de Burgh, to hold it

wich ; and Thomas de Burgh, not having sufficient 
garrison to stand a siege, fled from the city, and 
the French entered into possession of the fortress, 
which they held til the summer, when they 
departed out of the land. 


During the Barons’ War 
Norwich suffered from the raids made upon the 


‘city by the nobles and their followers, who had 


established a robber camp at Ely. Citizens and 
valuables were carried away by the ruthless 
Barons, without a blow being struck against 
them by the King’s ‘castle garrison (perhaps it 
was a feeble one). Lut the castle had already 
become a State prison. Bitter experience seems 
to have taught the citizens that they must trust 
to their own resources and strength to protect 
their liberties and properties against the feudal 
lords; so they set about. building the walls, 
towers, and gates, which were finished: early in 
the Edwardian period.
